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Foreword 


When the first issue of the Alberta Historical 
Review appeared in April 1953 the editor, the 
Rev. W. Everard Edmonds, wrote that “for 
years the Society’s effort to arouse general 
interest in its aims has been thwarted in the 
matter of publication. Now, at last, through 
the courtesy and co-operation of the Provin- 
cial Government, this handicap has been over- 
come.” This co-operation which has con- 
tinued over the years is further manifested in 
the index to the contents of the first 25 vol- 
umes of Alberta History, as the journal has 
been known since the beginning of 1975. 
Members of the Society have long felt the 
need for such an index but the objective could 
not be realized until a generous grant was 
received in 1980 from the Alberta 75th Anni- 
versary Commission. We are indebted to the 
Commission for its support and to Joseph 
Rek, a graduate of the University of Alberta’s 
School of Library Science, for preparing the 
index for 1953-1977. 

We hope that all members of the Historical 
Society of Alberta and all readers of Alberta 
History will find this index a practical help in 
retrieving the immense amount of data tucked 
aWay in its pages.
